I therefore write you rather than file an appeal to reduce the unnecessary paperwork 
and perhaps obtain more coseplience in lest' time. 

On,, illustration of the grplleas for tliose of us who seek this information is 
stated in your letter. The CIA did not refer this request to you until this south, 
tour response is prompt. But sy request was of two years ago. This lapse of tirse is 
considerably greater than the maximum hack log claimed by the CIA or any other agency. 

I aa sure I an not alone in having sought all the previously-withheld inforaation 
relating to the J 2 X assassination and its investigation. I sm also sure I m not alone 
in having been misled on what had been made available* C’r about the regularity 
completeness of review rnd disclosure. 

X had been led to believe, I an certain not alone, that all the Oswald military 
records hid been transferred to the Archives. I made requests there end if I did not moke 
one of the Navy I made requests of other agencies that include every Oswald Navy record, 
requests required to have been forwarded under the Act as * underatand it and the applica- 
ble Attorney General’s Hscorandua on the *et. 

If you elect to designate this a new FOIA request I suppose there is nothing I can 
or will do about it. 

From your latter and your excisions in the attachments I do assume good faith on 
your part. I also assume that you personally ere not intiminutely ewaro of the facta. 
Otherwise 1 an sure you *oul& not have excised what is public knowledge, what is freely 
available elsewhere, what has boon published. 

(The masked name is knows, ^ou can easily satisfy yourself by phoning ftp, Harlan 
Johnson at the National Archives. I suggest that with what goes on in this field you may 
cause Injury to others by withholding the nacre in those records that will get around. 

The Kavy is aware of which cf the Oswald records it supplied to the Warren. Oqev. 
mission and which of those the Commission printed. There is also an OSI Oswald file I 
have from the Archives. Some records have bean withheld from it. I do want «JI other 

Oswald records, xwgsrdles of fora or origin. While I doubt I will use most of thorn in 

my writing I Iiave already designated all my records for deposit la a university system 
which has already begun to use thao. The Attorney General has designed this eyb^act 
as one of national importance and historical interest and I do want thie deposit to be 
as complete es possible. 

tfaless the Navy has deposited more records in the Archives recently the Commission 1 s 
files are incomplete. They are not complete on Oswald at iCee&ler Field, on his security 
clearances and in other respects, bae of these respects relates to Hew Orleans. This is 
not limited to what the late Guy Johnson, OBI, gent from New Orleans. From New Orleans 

alone there are records that include inforsnation provided to a Washington (®II officer. 

In every case ay knowledge canes from a fixat-paraoa source ox from swora statements. Mr. 
Johnson, for example, was a friend of mine. 

1 am certain the Cli. has core Oswald Navy files than those you were kind enough to 
send ms Ltd for which I do thank you. Tjfs is likewise true of the FEI. You say nothing 
of referrals to you from it.
